Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

2. The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .126 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claims 18-32 have been renumbered 19-33. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent 
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4. Claims 19-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Fujii 
(6,160,377). 

Fujii discloses a battery charging device and method and electronic device in 
figures 4 and 8-10. A battery driving device 10, charge power supply 12, controller 14, 
a dc input voltage from an AC adapter, charge output is supplied to first and second 
charge paths, the first charge path includes the diode D1 , the transistor Q1 and the 
resistor R1, the second charge path includes the diode D2, the transistor Q2 and the 
resistor R2, first battery pack A, second battery pack B and diodes D1 and D2 prevent 
currents form flowing through the first and second charge path. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 8-32 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
